In other words, the 
bacteria is spreading throughout the ship and 
amongst everyone on it.

knowledge. Shiro killed a man back on Earth 
and fled to this ship with faked credentials. 
Dick, a detective searching for him, found out 


| through his sources that he would be on board, 


and took this job in order to catch the criminal. 
Dick then handcuffed himself to Shiro. The 
captain disapproves of this action, but Dick 
refuses to release him while he lives, even with 
the threat of the bacteria being omnipresent. 
The captain reminds him of the crew and that 
through the coldsleep and many voyages 
they’ve been around for some 400 years. He 
also reminds Dick that he had himself killed a 
man 40 years ago and escaped to this ship... 

Those crew members that are in the 
Medical room then meet an unknown assail- 
ant. plbetetidrscods. Dick’s wound, ancy heals 
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Shiro’s reason for committing murder - revenging his young sister against the quy who hooked 
her on drugs and then killed her. 

When the captain burns down the doorto the M.C.R., he finds that it is indeed occupied 
- by Lily, thought to be dead. As he repulses Lily’s attack, the captain learns the secret that this 
exploration is covering. This ‘Lily’ was a robot sent and hidden by the company. Recently the 
company had come to distrust its human agents. The fate of this planet investigation was 
entrusted to a robot who would remain faithful to its given orders. As a matter of fact, the robot 
code named LILY C.A.T. and disguised as Lily, was functioning while the crew was in coldsleep, 
but owing to the Saldez ended up being infected with the deadly bacteria and acted as a carrier. 

With the disappearances of Caroline and Jimmy, only the captain, Shiro, Nancy, and 
Dick are left alive. With the bacteria continuing to corrode the ship, the monster now searches 
forthe remaining four humans. Suddenly, horribly, Dick’s body begins to change. The bacteria 
has the effect of transforming the body into its single cells. Dick melts away, leaving only his 
clothes behind. 

LILY C.A.T., having returned to the M.C.R., begins to blow off infected portions of the 
ship, making return to Earth its highest priority. Shiro, thinking that they’ve reached the end of 
the line, prepares to kill himself as the captain speaks. He tells Shiro and Nancy that they can 
escape in his personal shuttle to a new world and survive, while he blows up the ship to stop 
the bacteria and prevent the ship from returning to the Earth. 

The monster grabs onto the shuttle as it leaves the ship, but ends up burning up as the 
shuttle enters the atmosphere of LAO-3. Safe finally, Shiro and Nancy descend into the clouds 
below.

He is 
incapable of resisting a chailenge, even if 
he knows it’s a trap; unable to resist a 
beautiful woman, even if she is out to kill 
him. His brilliance as a non-violent criminal 
mastermind has earned him more admir- 
ers, enemies, money, and publicity than 
anyone couid possibly sublimate. He is a 
dead shot with a handgun, and has mas- 
tered, for all practical purposes most every 
otherkind of weapon. He affects more taste 
than has in food, wine, and clothing, and his 
judgment concerning the opposite sex is 
nothing short of appailing. Despite his 
general lack of morals, his ethics are im- 
peccable.

Being a dyed-in-the-sackcloth ascetic, 
Goemonisgiventofreezing waterfall show- 
ers, extended fast-and-meditate sessions, 
and an unconscionable amount of practice. 


He also keeps a significant distance from § 


women. Goemon's loyalty to his compan- 
ions is obsessive, and he is given to last 
minute spectacular storm-the-castle and 
mow-down-everything-in-your-path res- 
cues. 


KoichiZenigata (bottom left) was formerly | 


an inspector with the Japanese police, but 


now is with Interpol on only one assign- | 


ment: Catch Lupin if you can! His dedica- 
tion to the chase is nothing short of obses- 
sive. Although he is yetto betruly success- 
ful, Zenigata has given Lupin agood deal of 
extra trouble. In addition, he has at his dis- 
posala full squadron of Japanese riot cops, 
as devoted to him as good samurai should 
be, and carte blanche to go anywhere in 
pursuit. Overthe years, ZenigataandLupin 


have built a grudging respect for each 7 
other, even saving each others lives on § 


several occasions. It almost seems that he 


will never catch Lupin, if only because he — 


enjoys the chase too much. 


Jigen Daisuke (top left) is Lupin’s best 
friend, right hand man, and nearly 
constant companion. A former Mafia 
hit man with a lightning fast draw, un- 
erring accuracy, and the rumpled de- 
meanor of an East End thug, Jigenisa 
closet culture freak. An exception to his 
general nonchalance is his devotion to 
his hat. The trademark fedora is rarely 
removed, unless it’s being lovingly 
laundered, with good reason; without 
it, he’d miss the whole barn. Otherwise, 
he’s something of an affable nihilist; 
not in favor of being killed, but not 
concerned about it either. 


ujiko Mine (top right) is Lupin’s ex- 
lover, sometime aily, and usuai rival. 
Frequently, she and Lupin are after the 
same goal on conflicting teams. Gener- 
ally, when she and Lupin face off, Fujiko 
will come out on top. Although her infi- 
delities are iegion and she’s taken himto 
the cleaners far more oftenthan she has 
taken himto bed, Fujiko feels a genuine 
tenderness toward Lupin. She’s even 
risked her life to stay with him in crisis, 
and has been known to do him the odd 
altruisticfavor. Like hercomrades, she’s 
a bit of a soft touch, with a special 
tenderness for the “old man” - which 
doesn’t stop her from using him as 
shamelessly as she would anyone else. 
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A wedding party slowly climbs up the 
steps of a temple. The lucky groom is. . 
.Goemon! At the base of the temple steps, 
Lupin marvels at the proceedings, wondering 
if this is the same Goemon he has worked with 
over the years. Fujiko remarks that love can do 


smells here, motioning to the nervous figure at 
the door. Up in the temple proper, the cere- 
mony continues. Interestingly enough, instead 
of the bride becoming a part of the groom’s 
clan, the reverse is happening here. As 
Goemon prepares to receive the clan’s heir- 
loom artifact, a group of ninja disturb the 
proceedings. They seem interested in the 
artifact! Goemon valiantly tries to retrieve it, 
but the manage to get away with it. Lupin has 
noticed the commotion, and he and Fujiko 
prepare to deal with the situation. They gain 
possession of the artifact, but the mysterious 
ninja retaliate by kidnapping the bride! 

While the opening credits roll, we see a 
buddhist priest offering prayers to the dead. A 


man approaches the temple and is led to meet | 


the priest. We get a look at the graveyard, and 
on one of the tombstones is the name Lupin! 
The priest is actually Zenigata, who, after 
Lupin’s boat exploded at the end of the first 
series, felt responsible for Lupin’s death and 
became a priest. The stranger is a member of 
the police department and he brings pictures 
of Lupin to try and get Zenigata back on the 
force. Zenigata wants proof of Lupin’s exis- 
tence first. 

That evening, Goemon has a meeting 
with his intended father-in-law. He feels very 
bad about the abduction of Murizaki (his bride- 
to-be) and wants to know what this is all about. 
A long time ago, their clan had an extensive 
gold mine. They were very prosperous, and 
lead a peaceful existence. They had assembled 
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an extensive treasure trove beneath a moun- 
tain. One day, a group of ninja burned and 
looted the mine, reducing the clan to near- 
poverty. However, the treasure has never been 
found, andthe Fuma ninja clan has been 
looking for it ever since. The old man informs 
Goemon that the artifact holds the key to the 
location of the treasure, and proceeds to se- 
cure it. He informs Goemon that although he 
loves his daughter, he will not allow the artifact 


| out of his hands and the exchange will not take 
strange things, and Lupin readily agrees. Jigen | 
saunters over and mentions that something | 


place. 

However, Lupin has been watching all 
this by video, and decides that he wants a 
piece of the action. Using his typical strange 
devices and luck he manages to get the arti- 
fact and find out it’s secret. He then gives it to 
Goemon and they head to the arranged swap. 
As they travel, Goemon remembers his first 
meetings with Murizaki. The gang runs into a 
problem in the form of Zenigata, but he has 
some problems with a bridge and Lupin and 
company escape. 

Murizaki’s father finds out that the arti- 
fact is missing, and decides to take matters 
into his own hands. 

The swap was arranged to take place in 
a railroad switchyard, and all parties agree to 
trade. However, Lupin has atrick up his sleeve. 
It fails, and a fire fight develops. This is further 
complicated by the arrival of Zenigata and his 
cadre of loyal riot cops. Zenigata is informed 
that this was an undercover operation, and he 
isn’t too happy that he wasn’t informed earlier. 
Lupin knows something strange is going on, 
and the gang escape by doing their version of 


| the great train robbery. The strange nervous 


man from earlier chuckles as he notices the 
ninja vanishing off into the night. 
Murizaki’s father, with great sorrow, 


| destroys a keyhole sealed with his clan’s 


symbol. 

As the ninja return to headquarters, a 
busty figure on ared motorcycle follows. Fujiko 
realizes that they are Fuma. The ninja present 
the artifact to their leader, and it is examined 
carefully. 
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Meanwhile, Goemon nas requested a 
talk with Lupin. They leave Murizaki in the car 
so she can change out of her wedding ouitfit. 
Goemon wants to know if Lupin has figured out 
the location of the treasure, and wants him to 
promise that he will nottry to robit. Lupin won't, 
so Goemon attempts to convince him. This 
fails, and finally he breaks down and pleads. 
Murizaki interrupts, and Goemon is aston- 
ished to discover that she knows its location. 
Lupin uses this opportunity to be elsewhere. 

Back at Fuma HQ, they discover the 


location ofthe treasure. Fujiko, spying through | 


a window, also finds this out, but gets cap- 
tured. We find out that the mysterious police- 
man is actually a Fuma ninja, and he ‘gives’ 
the artifact to Fujiko. As he turns to leave, he 


notices Fujiko’s necklace, and guesses it to be | 


a homing transmitter. He takes it and leaves. 

Zenigata is chain smoking and trying to 
figure out what Lupin is up to. The Fuma 
policeman comes running in and tells him that 
Lupin is right outside! Lupin and Jigen are 
following Fujiko’s homer, and are astonished 
to discover that she is apparently in a police 
station! We then have a face to face staring 
Zenigata and Lupin, andas Lupin starts to take 
off, the Fuma plant whips out a gun and starts 
blazing away. Zenigata stops him, and Lupin 
informs Zenigata that the man is aplant and he 
and his organization are holding Fujiko. Zeni- 
gata becomes a two-time loser as both Lupin 
and the plant escape. 

Fujiko, chained to a postin Fuma’s HQ, 
starts to complain about her back itching. The 
guard is only too happy to assist her, and gets 
clocked for his trouble. Fujiko sets herself free, 
and as she is about to leave, notices a key in 
the shards of the artifact. Hearing sirens inthe 
street, she runs to the window and sees Lupin 
being chased by Zenigata and his faithful. 
After a truly wild chase through the market 
district and an old-style hotel, Fujiko assists 
Lupin’s escape. 

The Fuma clan arrives at the spot 
marked as containing the treasure, and startto 
systematically explore the site. However, the 


old man has arrived there first. He doesn't 
pose much of a problem, though. One of the 
ninja spots Goemon, and they decide to let 
Murizaki and him find the booby traps forthem. 
Murizaki has obviously been here before, and 
activates some sort of lightning mechanism. 
Meanwhile, some sort of mysterious mecha- 
nisms turn... 

Zenigata and his troops show up, and 
notice Lupin heading up to the entrance. They 
follow, and onthe way notice the old man lying 
half dead below. 

Down below, Murizaki and Goemon 
apparently find adead end inaroom filled with 
statues of her ancestors. However, she no- 
tices that all of the eyes point to a particular 
spot on the floor, and Goemon finds a trap 
door there. Because of the dust, it is obvious 
that no one has been there yet, so they head 


| back up to ambush whomever is following 


them. However, the Fuma outwit them. 
Goemon ends up ambushing Lupin, and Lupin 
has a hard time convincing him that they are 
not the only ones in the caverns. But with 
Murizaki’s help they persuade Goemon to go 
down and prevent the Fuma from getting the 
treasure. Fujiko fingers the key she found and 
thinks she has the edge. 

Zenigata and his riot police have res- 
cued the old man from the water below, and 
miraculously, he is still alive. He explains that 
there is a mechanism that will destroy the 
caves one hour after someone enters unless a 
key is inserted into a keyhole, and he has 
already destroyed the keyhole. Now he will 
finally have his revenge on the Fuma clan. 
Zenigata is very upset, and tells him he is a 
murderer. The old man learns that his daugh- 
ter is down there, and breaks down. 

As the gang tries to find it’s way down, 
Lupin’s luck comes into play. They find several 
corpses of Fuma ninja and convince Goemon 


| thatsomeoneelse is here. Goemonthen shows 


off his prowess at deflecting missiles. 
Further down in the caverns, the Fuma 

clan faces a choice between directions. The 

leader sends ninja to explore one way, and 
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finds it is the wrong way if you want to live. 

While exploring Jigen has a earth shaking 
experience that effects the entire cast. Up above, 
Zenigata thinks that the mechanism is about to destroy 
the caverns, and tries to charge in to warn Lupin. He 
picks up the old man and the two of them head offto the 
rescue. 

Lupin and crew get down to a building, and 
Goemon decides to explore. As they open the door, 
they can see the room inside is filled with ancient suits 
of armor. Goemon ventures inside, and sets off yet 
another trap. He continues inside and encounters the 
two dead ninja. The hallucinogenic gas starts getting to 
him just as Lupin breaks down the door. As Goemon 
runs amok, Lupin discovers the hallucinogen. He gives 
Jigen a new hat, and attempts to get everybody out. 
Murizaki runs toward Goemon, and Goemon prepares 
to attack. 

Outside the building Lupin is bandaging Muri- 
zaki’s arm when Fujiko and Jigen tell them that the 
Fuma are just ahead! Lupin follows, and they employ 
rather unusual trap detection methods to get further 
down inthe caverns. They finally reach the inner sanc- 
tum, and find a building almost entirely covered in gold! 
Fujiko, who is absolutely mad about goid, jumps up and 
starts to remove gold shingles. Jigen finds an incredible 
guncollection, apparently made of gold. Lupin wonders 
where the Fuma are when Murizakicalls. Allgo outside 
and find the Fuma holding her. Lupin starts to bluff by 
saying that his lighter is actually a detonator for allofthe 
explosives up above, but this ploy fails. Enter Goemon 
to the rescue! 

Jigen, Lupin, and Fujiko rush back inside pur- 
sued by half of the remaining Fuma, while Goemon 
stays outside. Lupin and group do admirably with impro- 
vised weapons, but are really outnumbered. Outside, 
Goemon is demolishing ninja left and right with Murizaki 
looking on. She spies a crossbow left unattended and 
heads inthat direction totry and help. Goemon polishes 
off the last of the ninja, leaving only Fuma-san and the 
police plant left. Fuma-san whips out a three-piece staff 
and gets first blood. He and Goemon are very closely 
matched, and the battle rages. 

Inside, Lupin and group are sorely pressed, so 
Lupin drops a jar filled with the hallucinogenic gas. The 
ninja start fighting among themselves. 

Goemon and Fuma-san are still going at it. 
Goemon is in a tight spot when a crossbow bolt comes 
out of nowhere and aimost hits Fuma-san. The police 
plant takes off after Murizaki, and Fuma-san grins: he 
knows that he has won. Goemon performs an incredible 
charge, and at the last instant, takes off with Murizaki 
instead. The Fuma capture her, and tell Goemon that if 
he wants her to keep her life, he must jump off the top 
of the building. Lupin notices what’s happening from 
inside the building, and prepares to do something. 
Goemon is about to jump, when Murizaki screams, 
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“Goemon, forgive me! and throws herself and the 
police plant off of the roof. Lupin manages to catch her, 
while Jigen throws Goemon’s katana to him. Goemon 
then fatally wounds Fuma-san. At this point the cavalry 
arrives in the form of Zenigata and Murizaki’s father. 
They tell the group that they have less than ten minutes 
to get out. The caverns start to fall apart around them. 
Fujiko is still trying to collect gold shingles when Lupin 
drags her off. As they are running up the tunnels, she 
almost falls down a chasm and loses her gold. The 
entire party is saved at one point by Zenigata’s ever 
ready handcuffs, and then he holds up a section of roof 
so they can get out. He is rescued by his troops, but no 
one sees Lupin. Then Lupin is spotted high above, 
getting out of a rock chimney. Of course, Zenigata has 
to take off after him. 

Lupin and Jigen are driving off and Lupin re- 
marks that it wasn’t a total waste because Jigen got a 
new a hat. Fujiko says that’s not all and pulls out one 
gold shingle she was able to save. Lupin offers to split 
it with her, with predictable results. 

In another part of the field, Goemon is telling 
Murizaki that he is not worthy of her. He should have 
been able to arrest the sword stroke that wounded her. 
She is very distressed by his words. “Forgive me” he 
says, and walks off. She yells after him “Don't make me 
wait for you!”, but knows that she will probably never see 
him again. Lupin says good-bye to her, and drives off. 
Zenigata staggers up, sits down, and pulls out aradio to 
call for a blockade so he can catch Lupin. Murizaki’s 
father wonders at this and makes a comment about this 
crazy world we live in.
